Bacteriological tests at vari- 
ous points show that the percentage 
of .disease-bearing germs is much 
smaller than might have been ex-

Still Twenty Feet Above Normal. 

The Seine has dropped almost a 
metre at Paris. The water is draw- 
ing back from the inundated streets 
and squares, The river is still twenty 
feet above its normal level, however, 
so that the situation cannot be said 
to have greatiy improved. The 
authorities are taking hold of matters 
with a strong hand. As soon as the 
water receded from the streets, the 
work of disintection began. All pits, 
excavations end slides are being 
sprinkled with a mixture of chloride 
of lime and caibonic acid. The need 
is fully realized by a stroll through 
the flooded districts, where the sewers 
burst and the odors were almost gver- 
powering. Those who were not driven 
trom their homes, by the original flood 
are now fleeing from the aftermath 

Rats Add to Terrors, 

Many houses nave been 
by rats from the cetlars under — the 
city. Fox terrier dogs, with which 
Paris is fortunately. weil supllied, are 
doing a great work of extermination. 

The Rue Royale dam has been torn 
down and the street, one of the 
city’s busiest thoroughfares, is at 
last open to traffic. ‘So also is the Rue 
Saint Honore, and many other streets, 
relieving the traffic situation greatly. 
Three bridges that have been closed 
are also free to pedestrians, On the 
Champs De Mars, the water is cover- 
ed within a thin sheet of ice. Lf the 
frost holds, Parisians will be able to 
set up another record, for there will 
be skating there. 

In the Gare St. Lazare, it is  pos- 
sible for a_ pedestrian to approach 
through the Rue De La Pepiniere, but 
in front of the hotel, the terminus is 
still a watery waste, likewise in a 
minor degree that portion of the Bou- 
levard Haussmann which runs paral- 
lel. with the terminus of the western 
railway. It is evident that the floods 
are rapidiy receding 

Work of Restoration, 

The Parisians have settled down to 
the gigantic task of restoring thei! 
beloved city and averting pestilence. 
They have turned to work with «an 
earnestness which shows they have 
the true grasp of the danger that now 
threatens them and of the stupendous 
fabor they must perform before the 
city can regain its norma! conditions. 

This work is now the thought of all. 
The citizens are as keen about it as 
are the authorities. Thousands of 
tons of water are being pumped out of 
flooded basements and underground 
works, but it has to flow trom the 
pumps into the streets and from the 
streets it runs, if not back into the 
same basements and underground 
works, into others. 

Waist Deep Mile From River. 

On this account and because the 
sewers continue to burst, the inunda- 
tion in the streets seems in places to 
be actually extending even yet. Some 
of the famous thorough fares, on each 
side of the Beine, are waist deep in 
water a mile from the river. AjJl the 
wuthorities agree that the greatest 
danger now rests in the foundations 
of buildings giving way and the possi- 
bility of fever. 

“pingent orders have been issued 
{, @w owners of all inundated houses 
to make repgirs and thoroughly 
cleanse their premises the moment 
the waters recede. Ii delayed 
twenty-four hours the police are to 
take the matter in hand. The archi- 
tects of all buildings will be held per- 
sonaliy responsible for re-establishing 
the sufety of the structures. Any 
who fail to make the speed the gov- 
ernment requires will find the work 
done by the authorities at the cost 
of the owners. 

Will Loan Money. 

The government has arranged a 
scheme under which they will loan 
money at once to ruined owners of 
houses and stores to enable them to 
rebuild. The loans will be repuy- 
able in easy installments. 

Tax collectors have received in- 
structions to take the flood into con- 
sideration, A possible recurrence of 
similar conditions as those which led 
to the present calamity bas already 
been considered, The authorities 
will look into a suggestion of a cut 
either in the form of a canal or a 
large underground conduit around

CHICAGO GRAIN MARKETS. 

Chicago, Ills,, January 31.—The 
sensational break in the price of cash 
red winter wheat at St. Louis today 
was the result of the flour war raging 
in the scuthwest. ‘ 

The decline in, the Mound City mar- 
ket seemed to completely unnerve the 
wheat long at Chicago, causing many 
of them to throw over their lines, 
and in addition to this there was pro- 
nounced short selling. ; 

Owing to the fact that spring wheat 
millers have been cutting the price 
of their flour from 15 to 60 cents below 
that of the winter wheat, millers have 

laced the latter in a defensive posi- 
tion. Their withdrawal from the 
southwestern market forced the wheat 
price downward, as there was no sup- 
port and holders were anxious to 
dispose of wheat on track. 

While the price of flour has been 
sold at about steady rates, in the 
Northwestern the war has been ex- 
tended from Chicago to the Gulf of 
Mexico., 

The flour has been of no great bene- 
fit to the poor class, as the jobber 
and the retailer have worked hard to 
maintain full farmer prices, which 
would mean that the man who buys 

single barrel of flour or Jess is not 
made a party to the cheap rate. Few 
bulls were found in the wheat mar- 
ket during the closing hour. In fact, 
those who remained steadfast in their 
loyalty to a higher rate for bread- 
stuffs could have been counted on 
one’s fingers. The Bartlett-Patten 
house had wheat for sale all day. 

The market lost 4s to % cent and 
closed around the bottom price, While 
the corn market was only Xe lower 
today the prices at that point were 
the lowest reached, There were 
spurts of activity whenever anything 
responsible was grabbed up by the 
old bull crowd and followers. The 
selling was scattered and was best on 
local professiona! account.

GOVERNMENT PACKING PLANT.. 
To the Editor Bulletin. 

Sir.—Another convention of the 
United Farmers of Alberta bas come 
and gone and I wonder if we shall 
find ourselves in a better position 
with regard marketing our produce 
in a years time than today. With re- 
gard to hogs and live stock, the Gov- 
ernment Pork Packing proposition 
and the pledge for the farmers to sign 
regarding supply of the hogs were 
passed without much discussion. The 
whole proposal rested en the report 
of the Pork Commission which report 
has never been discussed or eritized 
as it ought to have been. Those re- 
sponsible for its birth are very keen 
in pushing forward the proposition re- 
gardless of consequences and relying 
entirely on the practical knowledge 
of the members of the commission 
(which must be very limited) and it 
is mede more enticing by the vigor- 
ous ving of the banner of goveru- 
ment ownership, and I am afrail 
many of our members are so blinded 
by a desire that the government 
should spend money on our behalf, 
they fail to see that if this money ‘s 
put into an amaturish proposal, at 
will only end by doing the industry 
and farmer’s cause irreparable injury. 

The government has given us a4 
pledg? thet if we supply the hogs they 
will buud the plant, they are there- 
ore yeody and willing to carry ut 
the'r part of the contract, The pledge 
for us to sign has been approved -t 
and accepted by the convention, 
which means we can either sign 
refuse to sign it just as it stands. 
Now [ am asked to supply so many 
hogs a year for certain, for five years, 
and to further guarantee that L will 
give the government plant all over 
und above this specified number 
which [ may produce, On the other 
hand the government do not contract 
to take all or any of the hogs and 
consequently do not agree to pay to 
the patron $2 per hog on all they are 
unable to take and if they did it 
would be practically impossible t) 
collect these claims any more than 
it would for the government to collect 
from the p.; posed patrons who pre- 
mise and do not perform, Not 10 
mention the practical monopoly 
which would be formed if many farm- 
ers should sign this undertaking and 
stick to it, but [ fear it will be the 
minority not the majority who will 
do this. 

When the scheme was first brougat 
up it was hoped it would be run «4 
the same lines us the creameries, but 
at that time the packing business, 
like the creameries had no very ser 
ous opposition and the finshed article 
was being brought in from the Blates 
at a high price while the raw materias 
(the hog) had very little sale here, 
Now however the packing business 


If after it comes into force they 


the Hast, or perhaps even England 


and the continent of Europe—who try 
and run their limited views of the 
business down our throats. The way 
we develop pork packing experts must 
be exceedingly entertaining to men 
knowing anything at all about the 
‘business. We have got to look at this 
question in a bigger’ and broader 
way than seems possible for those 
who have fathered this scheme, They 
will have to take into their councils 
men with a wider vision and a more 
practical knowledge of the business 
before we do much good toward solv- 
ing the hog and beef problems.. 

We were treated at the Edmonton 
convention with a speech from our 
new Minister of Agriculture who told 
us that he was experiencing as a 
farmer, the necessity not only ‘or 
better markets for dur hogs but also 
for our cattle, and that a system of 
chilled meat industry was a necessity 
for the country. Vhy these, when 
we have the experience that the lead- 
ing firms of the United States who run 
these undertakings finds: it to their 
advantage to include with hogs, cattle 
and sheep to cure, chill and = can. 
Would it not be to the interest of 
the province and the farmers that the 
same should be included in this 
I believe the farmers would 
be perfectly safe in leaving this mat- 
ter in the hands of our Minister of 
Agriculture to formulate such a 
scheme with the aid of the Domin- 
ion Government, and I believe if w? 
give him a free hand in this matter, 
we should invite and obtain the con- 
fidence of himself and his govern- 
ment in us farmers to such an ex- 
tent that no bond would be required 
between us, but the mutual one for 
our good and the good of the Province 
of Alberta. Thanking you for space.

THE MONEY, THAT, BAS

Why does Fraser Valley land in Brit- 
ish Columbia bring from $100 to $1,000

But ten acres of British Columbia bot- 
tom land is so tich and will preduce so 
many times the possibilities of flat coun- 
try that it amply makes up for 200 un- 
tillable acres in the surrounding moun- 
tain ranges. 

To itlustrate: From 160 acres of wheat 
and in Alberta you consider yourself 
doing well if you get $20 an acre or 
$3,200 from the entire quarter section. 
It has taken you a few years to bring 
your land to this condition, I can show 
you ten acre farms in the Fraser Valley 
on which the only crop is vegetables, ber- 
ries, etc., planted among young fruit 
trees that are producing $500 an acre, or

Such land is better than a gold mine be- 
cause it is surer, Ten acres of it will 
make a man a lucrative income for life 
and make his children wealthy. On such 
land fertilizer is unnecessary within the 
life of any man now alive. In fact it 
seems that in some cases the land is 
really too rich and requires a couple of 
crops to bring it to its greatest state of 
productivity, You on your wheat ranch 
in Alberta are contributing toa the till- 
evs of these little farms by buying for 
use on your table many things that they 
grow and which you cannot grow at
